MILWAUKEE, April 1 — The

It was a curious election for 
the mame of Eisenhower was not | 
even on the presidential primary | a 
ballots. whereas Taft had select- 
ed Wisconsin as his do-or-die 
state and his best opportunity to 
score a resounding victory. He 
had campaigned here off and on 
for months; he had delivered 150 
speeches, and the big industrial- 
ists and others supporting Taft 
were estimated to have spent 
$300,000 or more in his behalf. 

Despite all this, Gen. Ike, 4000 
miles away, was very much in the 
primary picture and breathing 
hard and hot down the neck of 
“Mr. Republican” from Ohio, 

Taft Has to Win. 

Wisconsin is a state where Sen- 
ator Taft has to put up or shut 
up. In the nation’s first primary, 
in New Hampshire, he was snowed 
under by the popularity of Gen. 
Eisenhower who captured the Re- 
publican delegates and won the 
preference poll, the _ so-called 
“beauty contest.” In Minnesota, 
Taft cut little ice when more than 
100,000 voters wrote in Eisen- 
hower’s name on the ballots and 
scared the daylights out of the 
one Republican who had his name 
printed on the ballots, Minne- 
sota’s favorite son and former 
Governor, Harold E. Stassen. 
Stassen won the delegates, but 
under the circumstances it was an 
empty victory and the Stassen sun 
is sitiking slowly in the Midwest. 

Voting today was heavy and in- 
dications multiplied that a record- 
breaking total vote may be in the 
making. 

At several points, waiting 
queues of people caused officials 
4o open the polls before the sched- 
uled hour. 

Politicians said the big early 
balloting probably indicates an 
unusually large number of inde- 
pendent votes. .

Taft’s Nebraska campaign man- 
ager made an open appeal for 
supporters of Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur to come into the Taft 
camp. 

Representative Howard Buffett 
(Rep.), Nebraska, directing the 
Taft drive, said in a speech: 
“Listen to me, you people who 
are for MacArthur. If you be- 
lieve in MacArthur, you should 
write in a vote for Robert A. Taft 
«« « because Taft and MacArthur 
are on the same team—and right 
now Taft is carrving the ball.” 

Buffett was asked if he meant 
it was possible MacArthur might 
be “carrying the ball” sometime 
in the future rather than Taft. 

“IT suppose there is that possi- 
bility,” he replied. 

This drew an immediate out- 
burst from the supporters of 
Harold Stassen and Mrs. Mary 
Kenny of Lincoln—the only Re- 
publican candidates whose names 
are on the ballot. (Voters must 
write in the names of Taft and 
Eisenhower if they wish to vote 
for either of them.)

OMAHA, April 1 (AP)—Nebras- 
ka voters got their chance today 
to give the nation a glimpse of 
what a part of the great Midwest 
thinks about the Republican and 
Democratic presidential candi- 
dates. , 

Clear, crisp weather across the 
state was expected to draw per- 
haps 300,000 voters to the polls. 
This was the climax to one of 
the most bitterly fought primary 
ampaigns ever waged in this 
Republican stronghold. Voting 
was heavy. 

A big and unwieldy ballot was 
laid before voters in all the 
state’s 2058 precincts. The polls 
opened at 8 a.m. and were due 
to close at 8 p.m. The count was 
certain to be slow with a trend 
unlikely until late tonight. 

The hotly contested write-in 
drives for Republican candidates 
Senator Taft of Ohio and Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower competed 


long-stauding ambition to follow 
his father into the White House, 
and stick to the Senate or else 
assume second billing on a Mac- 
Arthur-Taft ticket. 

Both Taft and MacArthur have 
expressed affection for each 
other, but not yet to the point of 
becoming second man on the 
party’s totem pole. 

The future is none too bright 
for William Howard Taft’s boy. 
He has announced his withdrawal 
from the New Jersey presidential 
primary April 15 on the ground 
he was double-crossed and stands 
no chance against the Republican 
machine supporting Eisenhower.

April 22 a powerful organization 
headed by Senator Duff is behind 
Eisenhower, and the Old Guard

Apparently an_ Aerial 
Burst — No Shock or 
Sound in Las Vegas 80 
Miles Away.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., April 1 (AP) 
—A flash of fire, clearly visible 
in the bright daylight, signaled 
the start of a new series of atomic 
tests today. 

The blast was timed at 9 a.m. 
(11 a.m. St. Louis time) and ap- 
parently was an aerial burst, al- 
though its elevation could not be 
accurately determined by observ- 
ers here. 

The test. ground is at Yucca 
Flat, in a wide desert flatland 80 
miles or so northwest of this 
southern Nevada city. 

A reduish-orange sheet of flame 
against the horizon was visible 
from Las Vegas. 

There was no shock or sound 
noted immediately in Las Vegas. 
A faint gray cloud of the typi- 
cal mushroom shape associated, 
with atomic detonations rose into 
the sky. As viewed from Las 
Vegas it dissipated quickly against 
a haze over the flats of the test 
area. 

This time there was no bril- 
liant color display visible here, as 
in previous blasts. 

There was little excitement In 
Las Végas, the resort town which 
has become blase about atomic ex- 
plosions.» A handful of persons 
in the streets idly waited for the 
blast. A few watched from roof- 
tops. 

The explosion was No. 13 at the 
Atomic Energy Commission's Ne- 
vada grounds. Twelve were set 
off here last year, five at French- 
man Flat and seven at Yucca Flat. 

There were no troops or ani- 
mals participating in today’s test. 

Two high explosive detonations 
were set off before today’s test 
to determine the blast projection 
in relation to wind and weather. 


BILL INTRODUCED 
TO MAKE TRUMAN 
SENATOR-AT-LARGE 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP)— 
Legislation which would make 
President Truman a United States 
Senator-at-large when he leaves 
the White House was introduced 
yesterday by Senator Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota. 

The bill would apply to all for- 
mer Presidents and _ therefore 
would include Herbert Hoover, 
though it mentions no individual 
by name. 

Humphrey proposed that the 
$15,000 yearly pay and allow- 
ances of the Senator-at-large be 
the same as other Senators. He 
would be permitted to debate but 
not to vote. 

Three other similar bills are 
pending in Congress. They are 
measures by Senator Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine, to make ex-Presi- 
dents non-voting members of the 
Senate; by Representative Roose- 
velt (Dem.), New York, to make 
ex-Presidents and ex-Vice Presi- 
dents non-voting members of the 
Senate with a salary of $25,000 a 
year, and by Representative Gam- 
ble (Rep.), New York, to make ex- 
Presidents delegates-at-large in 
the House with the right to take 
part in debate and not to vote,

The Government proved to the 
jury’s satisfaction that overthrow 
of the United States Government 
by violence is a basic aim of the 
Communist aprty and that all six 
of the defendants plotted to carry 
out this aim. 

The six denied the general aim 
and pleaded they had never advo- 
cated violence on their own. 

The trial. lasted three weeks, 
with the Government presenting 
the testimony of eight former 
party members who either had a 
change of heart or joined up in 
the first place as spies for the 
FBI. 

The six were the first members 
of the party’s so-called second 
team to be convicted. The trial 
of another group of alleged party 
members has been under way in 
California for several weeks. An- 
oth recently started in New 
York. 


OVERTIME REPORTED 
PAID WORKER TO 
BABY SIT AT BASE 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (UP)— 
Senate investigators, pursuing the 
case of “the Colonel’s Lady,” have 
been advised that she paid a 
North African construction work- 
er at his full time-and-a-half rate 
for baby sitting. 

According to earlier testimony 
before the Senate Preparedness 
subcommittee, Mrs. Leonard 
Haseman objected to 65-foot lots 
in a United States air base hous- 
ing development in Morocco, Her 
insistence on 120-foot lots resulted 
in more sewers, water supplies, 
streets, and electrical facilities, 
subcommittee counsel Downey 
Rice said. 

The report of baby sitting fees 
came in a letter signed by a con- 
struction worker. It was referred 
to the subcommittee by James 
Dillon of the Construction Men's 
Association in New York. Details 
were not immediately disclosed,

Arnall gave reporters the im- 
pression that he is sticking by his 
guns against giving the steel in- 
dustry any special price aid to 
encourage the industry to accept 
the WSB recommendations. 

Arnall talked with Fairless for 
about two and a half hours in 
Arnall’s office. 

New Cost Data. 

Arnall indicated he may have 
another talk with Fairless or some 
other steel spokesman later in the 
day. The price boss said the in- 
dustry is submitting new cost data 
seeking to justify price boosts. 

Asked whether Fairless repeat- 
ed his previous statement that a 
price increase is necessary to 
cover a wage increase, Arnall re- 
plied: 

“Well, he says they’re in aw- 
fully bad shape.” |

Present average steel wages are 
about $1.88 an hour. 

The union is demanding the 
‘full WSB program, which has 
been denounced by the industry. 

John A. Stephens, vice presi- 
dent of the United States Steel 
Corp., announced the postpone- 
iment yesterday. He said the talks 
had been delayed “temporarily 
pending further developments.” 
He declined to elaborate. 

One report was that the in- 
dustry representatives were re- 
examing their position following 
the resignation of Defense Mobil- 
izer Charles E. Wilson. 

Wilson’s View on Strike. 

Wilson said yesterday that a 30- 
day steel strike would set back 
United States mobilization by 60 
days, 

In his letter of resignation, 
Wilson said the WSB_ recom- 
mendations constituted a “serious 
threat” to stabilization efforts. 

President Truman replied that 
he regarded the proposals as “‘by 
no means unreasonable.” Tru- 
man also indicated that he con- 
sidered any immediate increase 
in the price of steel unwarranted 
beyond the estimated $2 a ton 
rise allowed under the Capehart 
amendment to the controls act. 

When the new  0»negotiation 
meetings Were scheduled last 
Friday, there were reports that 
the Government might allow a 
i$5-a-ton steel price rise. Then 
came Wilson’s resignation and 
Truman's reply. 

The steel industry is seeking a 
$12-a-ton increase of the present 
price of $110-a-ton. : 

The union plans to give formal 
notice on Friday of its intention 
to strike a week from today. This 
would give the industry 96 hours 
to bank furnaces before the 
650,000 union members quit. 

The six steel producers repre- 
sented in New York are United 
States Steel, Republic Steel, 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube, 
Jones & Laughlin, Inland and 
Bethlehem. 


PRICE CEILINGS UP 
806 MILLION UNDER 
CAPEHART CLAUSE 


WASHINGTON, April 1 (AP) — 
The Office of Price Stabilization 
estimates the Capehart amend- 
ment has added $806,000,000 to 
ceiling prices. 

OPS recently submitted the es- 
timate to the Senate Banking and 
Currency committee. The com- 
mittee, which had asked for the 
information made it public yes- 
terday. 

OPS handled 7032 applications 
for increases up to March 14. 
They totaled $806,200,000 and in- 
cluded $279,000,000 extra for 
automobiles. 

The figures relate to ceiling 
prices at the manufacturers level. 
Under the amendment, which gets 
its name from Senator Capehart 
(Rep.), Indiana, one of its spon- 
sors, 4 manufacturer may boost 
prices to reflect increased costs 
between the outbreak of the Ko- 
rean War in June 1950 and July 
26, 1951.

STALIN SAYS WAR 
NO CLOSER THAN 


Russian Leader Also As-| 
ecrts Meeting of Heads 
of Big Powers Might 
Be Useful. 


NEW YORK, April 1 (AP)— 
Russian Prime Minister Joseph 
Stalin said today a third world 
war is no closer now than it was 
two or three years ago—that is, 
before the Korean outbreak. 


He also said a meeting of the 
heads of great powers might be 
useful and declared the present 
moment opportune for the unifi- 
cation of Germany. 

The Soviet leader made the 
statements in reply to a group of 
United States newspaper and ra- 
dio editors who had solicited his 
views when on a visit to Europe. 
The answers to questions submit- 
ted by them were delivered to 
them in New York on their return 
from Europe. 

The Questions and Answers. 

James L. Wick, Niles (O.) pub- 
lisher, announced today’s ex- 
change, as follows: 

Question. Is a third world war 
closer now than two or three 
years ago? 

Answer. No, it is not. 

Q. Would a meeting of the 
heads of the great powers be 
useful? 

A. Possibly it would be useful. 

Q. Do you consider the present 
moment opportune for the uni- 
fication of Germany? 

A. Yes, I do. | 

Q. On what basis fs co-exist- 
ence of capitalism and commu- 
nism possible? 

A. Peaceful co-existence of 
capitalism and communism is 
quite possible if there is a mutual 
desire for co-operation, if there 
is a readiness to fulfill the under- 
taken obligatiors, if there is ob- 
servance of the principle of 
equality and not interference in 
the internal affairs of the other 
States. 

Wick was one of 19 editors who 
returned by plane tnday from a 
month's fact-finding tour of Eu- 
rope. He said the editors tele- 
graphed the questions to Stalin 
from Rome several weeks ago. 

Wick said two Russians came to 
his home here and _ identified 
themselves as S. K. Tsarapkin, 
alternate Soviet Russian represen- 
tative to the United Nations, and 
A. K. Startsev, second secretary 
to the delegation. 

Tsarapkin delivered the mes- 
sage, written in Russian, and 
translated it orally, Wick said. 

Almost simultaneously, Wick 
received a telegram in English 
containing the same replies, with 
only minor changes in wording. 
The telegram, sent from London 
via radio and dated today, was 
signed by George Zarubin, Soviet 
ambassador to London. 

Wick had told newspaper men 
at Idlewild airport that the 
editors encountered little fear in 
Europe of a war with Russia. He

last fall, took testimony today 
that criminal prosecution in at 
least 39 tax fraud cases was im- 
properly stopped at a time when 
Bolich was special agent in 
charge for the bureau in the New 
York area. 

The witness was Ear] C. Crowd- 
er of Los Angeles, a member of 
a three-man board of inquiry set 
up by the new commissioner of 
internal revenue, John B. Dun- 
lap, to review decisions made in 
tke New York area at the time 
Bolich was stationed there. 

Crowder put the finger on 
Bolich as the man chiefly re- 
sponsible for blocking criminal 
prosecutions in the cases so far 
reviewed by the board of which 
he is a member. Its review is Still 
in process, 

Millions Involved. 

Some of the cases which 
Crowder said the board had re- 
viewed so far ran into tax claims 
involving $2;000,000 or $3,000,000. 
The board has not attempted to 
review cases which involved less | 
than $50,000 in tax claims. 

Of the several hundred cases 
reviewed, Crowder said, the! 
board has found that about 6 per | 
cent were of such nature that | 
there should have been criminal 
prosecution and there was no 
such prosecution. 

Crowder, a member of the 
bureau's staff at Los Angeles, told 
the House Ways and Means sub- 
committee he and the other two 
members of the review board 
were drawn from different parts 
of the country by Dunlap last No- 
vember to form an independent 
judgment of whether New York 
tax cases which involved tax 
fraud charges were, as he put it 
“improperly closed’ — that is 
whether the special agent had 
recommended no criminal prose- 
cution-in instances where there 
should have been prosecution. 

Crowder said the board has 
classified into three groups the 
39 the board has found to have 
been “improperly closed.” 

Voluntary Disclosures. 

First he mentioned 14, plus two 
“border-line” cases where there 
might be room for argument,

Chelf said the subcommittee 
also asked 1or files of 11 sep- 
arate cases from the Justice and 
Treasury departments which had 
not: been prosecuted. These were 
cases that “included suspected in- 
come tax evasions and other pos- 
sible violations of the law,” Chelf 
told reporters. 

Later in the day, Chelf an- 
nounced that a meeting of his 
committee scheduled for tomor- 
row has been postponed at Me- 
Grath’s request. McGrath asked 
for the postponement because he 
has an appointment with the Pres- 
ident, Chelf said. 

Executive Order Requested. 

The committee asked for an ex- 
ecutive order today which would 
give it the right to get the 11 
files and 20 tax returns but Presi- 
dent Truman “made no ‘definite 
commitment, saying he wanted to 
look into legal aspects of such an 
executive order,” Chelf said. 

“I sincerely believe.” Chelf 
continued, “that after the won- 
derful reception given us here to- 
day by the President he will co- 
operate with the committee in 
every way.” 

A transcript of McGrath's testi- 
mony before the subcommittee 
yesterday was brought to thé 
White House by Chelf at the re- 
quest of Charles Murphy, special 
counsel to the President. 

In his testimony yesterday, Mc- 
Grath said he had not filled out 
the financial questionnaire sent 
to him by Corruption Hunter 
Newbold Morris, his special as- 
sistant. McGrath also testified he 
would not appoint Morris as a 
special assistant if he had to do 
it over again. 

Snyder Reported Willing. 

Chelf ‘said the subcommittee’s 
request for the, income tax re- 
turns of the top Justice and 
Treasury officials has gone to 
Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder, who is “ready .and 
willing” to make the returns 
available once the go-ahead comes 
from tne White House.

SEOUL, April 1 (AP)—United 
States Sabre-jet pilots today shot 
down 10 Communist MIG-15 fight- 
er planes, the second highest bag 
of Red jets for any day in the 
Korean war, 

The Fifth Air Force said they 
also probably destroyed three oth- 
er MIGs and damaged 10. 

Eight separate air battles were 
fought during the day. 

The greatest number of MIGs 
destroyed in one day in the Ko- 
rean war was 13 last Dec. 13. 
Fifth Air Force Sabres destroyed 
10° MIGs last Jan. 25 but that day 
they scored only one probable 
and three damaged. 

Eighth Jet Ace. 

In one of today’s battles, Col. 
Francis S. Gabreski of Oil City, 
Pa., commander of the Fifty-first 
Interceptor Wing, became the 
eighth United States jet ace by 
‘hooting down a MIG in an am- 
bush, It increased his total for 
the Korean fighting to five and 
one-half MIGs. Five kills make 
an, ace, 

Maj. William H. Wescott of 
Terre Haute, Ind., and Capt. 
Iven. C. Kincheloe of Cassopolis, 
Mich., each shot down two Red 
jets in the ambush. 

‘Other kills for the day were 
credited to Lt. Billy D. Dobbs, 
Fontana, Calif.; Capt. Robert H. 
Moore, Houston Tex.; Lt. James 
H. Kasler, Indianapolis, Ind.; Lt. 
Robert W. Smith, Albuquerque, 
N. M., and Capt. Robert J. Love, 
San Bernardino, Calif. 

A total of 319 MIGs and at 
least two of the new seldom-seen

Wilson was less optimistic about 
the future of the wage-price sta- 
bilization program. He told re- 
porters he still believes the steel 
pay rise of 1742 cents an hour, 
recommended by the Wage Sta- 
bilization Board and approved by 
Trumap over his objections, is a 
serious threat to the stability of 
the American economy.

Among the minor issues on to- 
morrow’s agenda is expected to 
be what name to use for Korea in 
the Korean language version of 
the armistice. The Reds want to 
call Korean Chosen, while the 
U.N. prefers Han Kuk,*the name 
used by the South Korean govern- 
ment, The U.N. has suggested if 
be written both ways. 

The U.N. command rejected a 
Communist protest that Allied

HOTEL SUITES PAID 
FOR BY GRUNEWALD

WASHINGTON, April 1—Dan- 
iel A. Bolich, while assistant com- 
missioner of internal revenue, 
lived for a year and half ‘n $20- 
a-day suites in the Washington 
Hotel paid for by “mystery man” 
Henry W. Grunewald, House tax 
scandal investigators were told 
yesterday. 

Grunewald’s income tax returns 
were being looked into at the 
time because of a tip that he had 
large amounts of unreported in- 
come, it was b wught out, but in- 
ternal revenue special agents lost 
all interest in a criminal tax in- 
vestigation of Grunewald after 
Bolich expressed “unusual” inter- 
est in the case. 

The story of Bolich’s stay in 
two three-room suites at the 
Washington Hotel at Grunewald’s 
expense from Nov. 22, 1948, short- 
ly after he became assistant com- 
missioner, until June 22, 1950, 
was related to a House Ways and 
Means subcommittee by Reyburn 
P, Miller, hotel manager, and Ev- 
erett H. Harding, assistant man- 
ager. 

Harding testified that Bolich 
borrowed hotel records of his stay 
from June 1949 to June 1950 to 
“review” them and has not re- 
turned them. 

Miller said ‘*the first suite was 
rented by Grunewald on a per- 
manent basis Nov. 22, 1948, in the 
name of Harry H. Woodring of 
Topeka, Kan., former Governor 
of Kansas and Secretary of War 
under President Roosevelt. It was 
held under Woodring’s name un- 
til OM. 25, 1950, he said, when it 
was carried under the name of 
Grunewald.

FRONT-LINE ‘BONUS’ 


SEOUL, April 1 (UP)—The 
Army’s new scheme for rotating 
troops from Korea vent into ef- 
fect today giving front-line troops 
a clear-cut “bonus.” 


Under the new sretens only 
soldiers in frontline units exposed | 
to enemy fire. will get the maxi-' 
mum four points a month. Inter- | 
mediate zone troops will get three | 
points and support units two. Al 
man is eligible for rotation when | 
he has 36 points. 

Previously many support troops 
attached to units in the front 
lines received front-line credit. 

Maj. John Myers, of the Eighth 
Army personnel staff, said rota- 
tion still would move out an aver- 
age of 20,000 troops a month from 
Korea. This figure will include 
many National Guardsmen who 
are not directly affected by the 
point system but who must be in 
the United States for discharge at 
the end of 24 months’ service. 

By keeping  behind-the-lines 
soldiers in Korea longer, the new 
point system will “save” the 
Army about 3000 men a month 
for replacements, Myers said.

“It was a sacred pledge,’ Ben 
repeats to this day. 

Wisconsin has spawned some 
exotic political characters.

You never discuss the issues. You 
create no news. Always you de- 
liver the same old stuff.” 

However, out of friendship, the 
reporter went along. Sure 
enough, it was the same old 
stuff. 

“I was born on a poor farm in 
Alsace,” Julius the Just told his 
audience of poor farmers. . “We 
had one horse and one cow. When 
I was only 10 years old, I was 
waked up every morning to take 
care of the cow and the horse.” 

Julius had the farmers moist- 
eyed, He continued: 

“It was cold in Alsace. I was 
cold. The cow and the horse were 

By this time the farmer audi- 
ence was near the sobbing stage. 

“T was only ten years old, and 
if was cold and § o’clock in the 
morning,” Julius went on, “but I 
had to climb out of bed and go 
out there and clean out the horse 
stall and the cow stall.” 

Now the farmers were in tears. 
Clinching his identification with 
the farmer folk, Julius would 
add: 

“And to this day, I still can 
tell the difference between horse 
manure and cow manure.” 

With this one speech, Julius 
the Just won the election.

‘Super-Spectacle.’ 
APRIL 25, 1946: DIARY: 
“Council of Foreign Ministers 
erganized for conference today. 
It sat from 5 to 8 p.m... . in 
Luxembourg Palace, which Henry 
IV built for his consort some 250 
years ago. The French are mak- 
ing a super-spectacle of it. Police 
line the street for a block ap- 
proaching the Palace. .. : Twenty 
men sit at the conference table 
(five from each power)... -.« 
“After adjournment Bidault in- 


vited all of us into an adjoining | fir 


room for champagne and sweets. 
Everybody came except the Russ- 
kies. No sign of them.” 

~ The- main arguments in these 
ne‘otiations centered around 
three Russian demands, which 
everybody else regarded as out- 
re7cous. One was for $300,000,000 
i. reparations from Italy, which 
ai the time was worse than bank- 
r' >t. The second was for a United 
Tt ions trusteeship over former 
I'-lian colonies in Africa, so ar- 
ror7ed that Russia would get ef- 
fective control over Tripolitania, 
and thus have a territorial foot- 
hold on the coast of the Medi- 
terranean. The third Moscow de- 
mand was that its then satellite, 
Yugoslavia, be granted Trieste, 
the important Adriatic seaport 
claimed by Italy. 

‘Russkies Stalling.’ 


Following are some of Vanden- 
berg’s observations as the nego- 
tiations went their weary way in 
Paris: 

APRIL 29, 1946: DIARY: 

“Bad day! The Russkies were 
themselves again! All spirits low 
tonight.” 


APRIL 30, 1946: DIARY: 

“Quickly told. We spent an 
entire afternoon throwing commas 
and colons at each other. ... It 
Was a day’s total loss. The Russ- 
kies were stalling. But this time, 
they will not wear us down.” 
-“There is no sense in carry- 
fing on this Punch-and-Judy busi- 
mess. It makes no contribution 
té better international relations, 
afid it is beneath the dignity of 
the United States to be shoved 
around like a fourth-rate power 
by stubborn, contemptuous, irra- 
tional dictators from the Kremlin. 
.. « The tragedy of it all is that 
the rest of this sick world could 
agree on a total postwar program 
in twenty minutes. Only Moscow 
stands in the way.” 

Molotov’s Head. 


. Vandenberg evidently got so 
bored that he started gazing at 
Molotov’s head. 

MAY 4, 1946: DIARY: 
~“Molotov has one of the finest 
heads I have ever seen on a hu- 
man being. It is large and mag- 
nificently proportioned. It is in- 
teresting to note that he has some 
difficulty even in speaking Rus- 
sian—because ‘Chip’ . Bohlen 
(American State Department in- 
terpreter) telle me he stutters.” 


MAY 13, 1946: DIARY: 


“On this dark, glum, grim, 
chilly day we had exactly that 
kind of a session of the smaller 
council. I sometimes think I am 
entirely too impatient for this 
sort of business, I am sure... 
there is nothing to be had ex- 
cept needless irritation in the 
continuation of these meetings in 
which the same old speeches on 
the same old themes are made 
time and time again—quite as if 
we were inmates of an Old Lady’s 
Home where there is nothing to 
do every afternoon except to chat 
over tea.” 

There was a month’s recess and 

Vandenberg went home. 

MAW 28, 1946: LETTER TO 
HENRY LUCE: 
“Personally, I think we had to 

do at least one thing at Paris— 

namely, speaking loosely, to 
demonstrate that the ‘appease- 
ment’ days are over. Stalin and 

Molotov had Roosevelt at a per- 

petual disadvantaze in their war 

conferences because we were 
afraid the Russians would quit 
the war and make a separate 
peace. As a result, I am sure they 
got the habit (with justification) 
of believing that they can always 
‘write their’ own ticket’ in these 
international meetings. 
Changed Attitude on Byrnes. 

By this time Vandenberg was 
feeling much better about Byrnes. 
He told the Senate that the 
American delegation had no dif- 
ferences, and that Byrnes’s lead- 
ership was “distinguished ... 
able.” This was a major change 
in attitude since the London U.N. 


sessions. 3 

Back in Paris in mid-June. 
After two more weeks of stalling 
and sparring, the Russians began 
to get strangely reasonable. No- 
body knew why. | 
JUNE 27, 1946: DIARY: 
‘. “This started out to be the most 
hopeless of all days and wound 
wp the most horeful. ... They 
turned to a silly little item in the 


Treaty—the size of the . 


Bulgarian ‘navy’ which the Rus- 
sians had held up for days, and 
agreed that the ‘Bulgarian navy’ 
shall consist of one ship not to 


exceed 7250 tons. . . .' More in| 


humor than in earnest, Byrnes 
said: ‘While we are in an agree- 
ing mood, why not finish up the 
Dodecanese?’ Then Molotov, who 
for two weeks has stubbornly re- 
fused to allow a formal decision, 
bowled everybody over by saying: 
“Very well, we agree that the 
islands shall go to Greece.’” 


Bit by bit, more agreements 
came out of Molotov. The final 
question was whether the Big 
Four were near enough together 
so they could summon a general 
peace conference of all the coun- 
tries involved, little as well as big. 


‘Miracle Happens.’ 
JULY 8, 1946: DIARY: 


“Literally, the ‘fat was in the 
e.” . . . At 9 o’clock Byrnes 
went back to the secret session. 
About 11 o’clock he returned— 
fall smiles. The miracle had hap- 
pened (as it so often does if we 
just cling long enough to our 
ideals when dealing with our 
Soviet friends). -No one seemed 
to be able to explain just what 
occurred. In fact,-there was some 
difference of opinion between 
Byrnes and Bohlen as to just 
what had occurred. . . . In any 
evént, . . . France will send out 
the invitations to the peace con- 
ference tomorrow morning with- 
out any rules attached... .| I 
consider that the American dele- 
gation has achieved the full ‘prin- 
ciple’ of a Tree conference’ for 
which it has been striving.” 


In the final outcome, Russia 
did not get a toehold in Tripoli- 
tania, North Africa; and Trieste 
was made a neutral territory, 
neither Yugoslav nor Italian, 

During all this time, the Amer- 
ican delegates, particularly 
Byrnes, had to keep a wary eye 
on what was happening at home. 

Wallace Problem. 


APRIL 28, 1946: DIARY: 


“The Council did not meet to- 
day. . . . I went to the races 
at Longchamps with Byrnes. He 
told me of some of his difficulties 
with Secretary Wallace and Sena- 
tor Pepper, both of whom are 
more or less constantly in his 
way. He told me of his current 
difficulties in respect to an air 
base in Iceland. . . . Byrnes was 
negotiating with Iceland for a 
long-term contract. . . . Every- 
thing was quite agreeable—when 
suddenly Secretary Wallace made 
a speech in the U.S. in which he 
said that a base in Iceland could 
only be intended as a military 
thrust toward Russia. ... Hell 
immediately broke loose in Ice- 
land.” 


On Sept. 12, when the Amer- 
ican delegation was _ finishing 
things up on its third visit to 
Paris, Henry Wallace spoke in 
New York’s Madison Square 
Garden. He said American pol- 
icy toward Russia was too harsh; 
that a more contiliatory policy 
Was necessary. What made the 
speech sting was-that President 
Truman told reporters that he 
had seen an advance copy and 
that the Wallace speech had his 
approval. (It came. out later that 
Truman had not read the whole 
speech.) ; 


In Paris, Byrnes, Vandenberg, 
and Connally were hunted men. 
Peace conference delegates and 
foreign ministers of many na- 
tions wanted to know if Amer- 
ican policy had changed. Who 
reflected American policy: the 
Paris delegation, or Wallace? 

Vandenberg issued a sstate- 
ment which contained the acid 
phrase: “We can only co-operate 
— one Secretary of State at a 

me.” 


Action on Wallace. 


Byrnes, with the full support 
of Vandenberg and Connally, 
held a_ trans-Atlantic teletype 
talk with Truman. Byrnes said 
his own resignation’ should be 
accepted if Wallace, as a Cabinet 
member, was to be permitted o 
sound off on foreign policy. 

Truman ousted Henry Wallace 
from the Cabinet. 

There was one pleasant little 
interlude for Vandenberg amid 
all the tense business in Paris. 
He and some colleagues visited 
Germany, riding on what used to 
be Hitler’s personal train. 

“The climax of the trip was 
Berchtesgaden,” he wrote. “An 
appalling trip up the side of a 
mountain (the last 1000 feet in an 
elevator going up a shaft hewn 
from solid rock) where Hitler had 
his ‘eagle’s nest.’ Jees! No won- 
der he went crazy!”

VINSON—Probably only three 
or four of his friends really knew 
how he felt, one of them being 
Chief Justice Fred Vinson, whom 
the President had urged to be 
the Democratic nominee himself. 

At one time, approximately nine 
to 12 months ago, it was Truman’s 
plan to appoint Vinson’ to a key 
post in the Administration in 
order to give him a springboard 
to the presidency. 


TEMPTED BY TAFT—It was 
at this point, around December 
and January, that Truman serious- 
ly considered changing iis mind. 
This period coincided with Sen- 
ator Taft’s reputed gains of dele- 
gates and when the Eisenhower 
backers were discouraged. At that 
time it looked as if Taft would be 
the Republican nominee, and 
nothing has titillated Truman’s 
political nostrils more than the 
idea of defeating his old critic 
and enemy, Taft. 

This itching on the President's 
part to take on Senator Taft was 
what caused some af his most 
revered political friends, includ- 
ing Speaker Rayburn and the 
Chief Justice, to urge him not to 
run. The Chief J&stice and 
Speaker Rayburn discussed the 
matter privately and later the 
Chief Justice was selected as the 
man to present their joint view 
to the President. 

This’ view was that Truman 
would go down in history as a 
great President, if for nothing 
else, because of his courageous 
foreign policy. Historians, the 
Chief Justice is understood to 
have told the President, would 
overlook the petty political bick- 
ering and the corruption issue 
and would focus attention upon 
Truman’s courage in _ saving 
Greece and Turkey from Commu- 
nism, in putting across the Mar- 
shall Plan and in conceiving the 
North Atlantic pact for the de- 
fense of Western Europe. It 
would also give him credit for 
his courageous stand on civil 
rights.

Of all these deterrent factors, 
perhaps the most important was 
the probability that Truman would 
have to run against Gen. Eisen- 
hower. 


Friends .of the President who 
sat with him on the “back porch” 
of the White House in June 1948 
recalled how worried he was over 
the prospect that Eisenhower 
would consent’'to have his name 
entered in the Democratic conven- 
tion in Chicago. Truman made no 
secret of his belief that Ike could 
take the Democratic convention 
by storm, and he stewed mentally 
over some means of taking Eisen- 
hower out of the race. 


It was on this particular eve- 
ning that George Allen was sent 
to New York to get a letter from 
the general guaranteeing that he 
would not run. 


Almost four years later, in the 
late summer of 1951, Truman 
again took confidential steps to 
make sure he would not face 
Eisenhower as a candidte. He 
remembered first a commitment 
he had made to Ike through their 
mutual friend, George Allen, in 
1948, that if Ike wanted to run in 
"52, he, Truman would help him. 

The President invited George 
Allen for a cruise on the yacht 
Williamsburg in order to talk 


about their mutual friend in Paris.

LETTER TO IKE—Truman 
told Allen that he considered the 
North Atlantic pact one of the 
most important cornerstones for 
world peace and that Eisenhow- 
er’s leadership was essential to it. 
He added that he was worried 
over Republican statements that 
Eisenhower was available for the 
G.O.P. nomination, and he felt 
that both the United States and 
our allies should know whether 
Ike was running the North At- 
lantic pact or running for Presi- 
dent. 

Finally, the President suggest- 
ed that George Allen fly to Paris 
and have a heart-to-heart talk 
with Eisenhower. 

Allen countered by suggesting 
that Truman write a friendly note 
to Ike summarizing his. views 
which he, Allen, would deliver in 
Paris. | 

This was done. Allen delivered 
the note and reported to the 
White House later: First, that 
Eisenhower would. not quit the 
North Aflantic pact in the near 
future; second, that the NATO 
job would be completed by this 
spring; third, that if he did run, 
he would talk to Truman first. 

In conclusion, Ike sent word 
that, in any event, he was a Re- 
publican. 


man, that he would make an im- 
portant announcement at the end 
of his speech. 


Without exception, they expect- 
ed him-to say that he would be 
a candidate for re-election. So 
surprised were they when he 
didn’t that they sat frozen almost 
pet immobility for a few sec- 
onds. 


The President’s decision is 
popular. All hands are quoting 
Henry V’s famous epitaph on 
Falstaff that nothing in his life 
so became him as the manner of 
his leaving it. 


Truman is automatically an 
elder statesman. As such he will 
be much alone but neither will 
he be subject to such violent 
criticism. 


Release of Tension. 


For his own part, there should 
be a great release of tension. A 
historically-minded man has co- 
operated with history instead of 
bucking it. Politicians agree that 
the primary results thus far in- 
dicate that people want fresh 
faces and new tasks. 


Truman has proved again that 
he understands the politics busi- 
ness. In one stroke he has re- 
leased the creative energies of his 
party, giving it the chance to re- 
juvenate itself, and has robbed 
the opposition of its principal 
emotional impetus which was the 
anti-Truman drive. 

Now the issues which do not 
lend themselves so well to breast- 
beating must come to the fore.

HOICE of a successor to Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower as supreme 

commander of the Allied powers. in Europe has narrowed down 

to Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, Gen. Eisenhower’s chief of staff, 
and Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, supreme commander of the Allied 
powers in Japan and United Nations forces in Korea. 


General Eisenhower is reported 
to favor Gruenther, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff are believed to 
be ready to recommend Ridgway. 


The process of selecting a new 
commander is not complicated. 
Eisenhower will notify the Presi- 
dent that he wishes ta be relieved 
from his assignment at a speci- 
fied date. The President will in- 
form’ the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization which, if it desires 
another American.supreme com- 


mander, will request the Presi-/|. 


dent to nominate the new com- 
mander. The assignment will then 
be made by the President. 


While another supreme com- 
mander can be designated in the 
place of Eisenhower, no one can 
replace him. His great contribu- 
tion has been to inspire the dor- 
mant courage and confidence of 
the demoralized European coun- 
tries. He has been as successful 
in overcoming national rivalries 
in his multi-nation staff at 
SHAPE as he was in his interna- 
tional command during World 
War II. 

Behind-the-Scenes Influence. 


Behind the scenes his influence 
on national and international pol- 
icies far exceeded the scope of 
his place as a military command- 
er. When diplomats could not 
agree, the magic word that this 
was what Eisenhower wanted 
solved the problem. 

During his two tours in Europe 
Eisenhower's education in Euro- 
pean problems and points of view 
has been completed. He knows 
how to convince and persuade 
them as few Americans in author- 
ity ever have. 

When Eisenhower leaves, his 
job will lose in importance and 
will become an international mil- 
itary command, subordinate, in 
reality as well as in name, to the 
reorganized super-civilian agen- 
cies of NATO. Eisenhower’s pres-

Having made Charles E. Wilson's resignation 
inevitable, President Truman now has a para- 
mount duty to take on himself the job Mr. Wil- 
son was trying to do. Mr. Wilson had set himself 
to avert a steel strike by working out a reason- 
able compromise with the industry and the 
union. With a strike scheduled to begin one 
week from today unless a settlement is reached, 


; the President has no time to lose..in moving 
- toward the same end. 


The situation is complicated and confused, but 
one fact stands out: 

A steel strike must not happen. 

A strike would damage the defense program 
so severely that it is the solemn patriotic respon- 
sibility of labor, management and government to 


* concentrate their joint efforts upon averting it. 


This means, first of all, that the union and the 
industry representatives must be brought togeth- 
er to. negotiate on the basis of the WSB wage 
proposals, That was the aim of Mr. Wilson and 
it should remain the aim of the Government. 
Now that Mr. Wilson has resigned, President 
Truman should make himself responsible for get- 
ting the negotiations started.

At the conference table, we believe that it is 
the responsibility of both sides to abandon ex- 
treme positions for the sake of achieving a rea- 
sonable settlement carrying the least possible 
danger of another round of inflation. We believe 
Philip Murray’s union should accept a compro- 
mise wage increase and agree to postpone the 
more controversial issues for later settlement. 
We believe the steel companies should abandon 
their insistence on a price increase large enough 
to compensate them fully for the new wage costs, 
and accept a more moderate compromise. 


The problem would have been much simpler 
than it is had the Wage Stabilization Board re- 
frained from recommending an excessive wage 
proposal. But if that egg cannot now be unscram- 
bled, still all parties to the dispute, and above

At this stage, steel prices are probably the 
key. Mr. Truman has said that “if the eventual 
settlement of the wage negotiations is such that 
a price ceiling increase is required on grounds 
of fairness and equity or otherwise in the inter- 
est of the defense effort, it will be granted.” 


The steel producers are understandably re- 
luctant to accept this general promise of future 
justice as compensation for a wage increase 
whose impact would be immediate and severe. 
Why cannot the President make it specific? If 
he is able on. short notice to decide that the 
WSB wage proposals are fair and reasonable, 
why cannot he give the industry now, instead 
of later, some inkling of what a fair and reason- 
able price adjustment will be? 


The President would have been better advised 
if he had never got himself into the box he is in. 
The nation would be better off if the union had 
been less extreme in its demands, if management 
had been willing to meet the union half-way, if 
the WSB had handled the case more skillfully.

_ That Gallus Crisis 
Air Force General Vandenberg’s courageous 
statement on behalf of suspenders will serve to 


dramatize a sartorial schizophrenia which has 


existed in the armed services ever since the so- 
called “Eisenhower jacket” became an item of 
issue. 

As originally designed, the jacket was sup- 
posed to be a loose-fitting garment which de- 
scended about midway over the wearer's hips, 
well below the waist. There was not much chance 
of a man’s belt showing. 

Military personnel demonstrated a tendency, 
however, to try to smarten up the jacket. Offi- 
cers and enlisted men alike had the things 
tailored to ride high, like the British battle 
jacket. Jackets were shortened and tightened 
into a sort of bellhop’s bolero ‘which in many 
cases soared above the belt. 

What they overlooked was the fact that Brit- 
ish trousers are cut high and suspenders are 
worn. The Americans stuck to belts, and our 
military trousers were cut low. A chronic “gapo- 
sis” resulted, and it was to this that the Air 
Force Chief of Staff objected in his testimony 
last week before the House Appropriations com- 
mittee. 

Suspenders are only one of many pessiisle 
solutions. Another would be to eliminate the 
jacket-buttons and issue long sashes or cummer- 
bunds, colored according to branch of service: 
Anything to hide that unsightly midriff. 
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Contrast in Comment 

Perspective comes with distance, and this is 
as true in public affairs as it is in the world of 
physical things. Consider the judgments which 
are being pronounced on President Truman now 
that he has removed himself from the 1952 elec- 
tion. Contrast those which are spoken in Eng- 
land with many. which are being issued here in 
the United States. 


Some of the American comments seek to em- 
_phasize the wisdom and stanchness of the Tru- 
man Administration in large matters, such as 
foreign policy. Far too many are prejudiced and 
partisan to the nth degree. These are so busy 
condemning him for his shortcomings that they 
see none of his virtues. Even the giving of due 
credit is often grudging. 


The British commentators are further from 
the small things which have so annoyed their 
American counterparts. They put their stress on 
issues of magnitude and so see a moré credit- 
able performance by far than the press in this 
country. Correctly pointing out that Presi¢-nt 
Truman’s performance “has risen far above any 
assessment that might have been foundes on 
what was knowa of him when President Rogose- 


velt died,” The Times of London says that under — 


him “armed vigilance has been combined with 
enlightened and farseeing policies for the eco- 
nomic revival and diplomatic organization of the 
Western world.” 


The London Daily Mail notes his “grin and 
perkiness” and finds him “an average man of a 
very unaverage sort,” while the Daily Telegram 
says “the whole free world owes him a deep 
debt of gratitude.” The Daily Express “stresses 
his contribution to Anglo-American comradeship” 
and the Manchester Guardian, in the acutest 
comment of all, says: “His conduct of affairs 
often has been far wiser than his critics recog- 
nize.” 


This is not to say that Harry 8S. Truman de- © 


serves only compliments. Our readers know that 
the Post-Dispatch has frequently criticized the 
state’s best-known native son. But we have also 
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abptedied him on the many occasions when we 


believed him to be right. . 

As for the common remark in the American 
comment that he is quitting. just because he

Gen. Vaughan is still to be heard from. If he 
had to do it over again, what person would he 
not appoint who was already appointed, and for 
what? Presumably’ anybody who lacks public 
confidence ought to be able to express'a lack of 
confidence in somebody else. 

Yet none of the official gag writers has done 
very well in this routine. Congressmen who have 
roared to the heavens about corruption have 
spent more than a month investigating the inves- 
tigator, and keeping him from getting anywhere. 

The investigator himself has allowed himself 
to be turned into a kind of defendant, by out- 
bursts of. anger garnished with explanations of 
his connection with surplus ship deals. 

His superior in the Justice Department, after 
expressing noble sentiments of co-operation, has 
tried to make himself look better by making the 
invesigator look worse. So far the Attorney Gen- 
eral has been uncommonly relucant to have any 
inquirer look at his files or do much of anything. 

It is time to cut the comedy in Washington. 
The public has not forgotten the evidences of cor- 
ruption. These still have to be investigated. And 
Attorney General McGrath’s own departpent is 
the place for the investigation to begin. No ob- 
structionism can hide that fact. 
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Where French Weakness Shows Up 


France’s colonial troubles—such as the cur- 
rent flare-up in Tunisia—are a direct result of 
the instability of French governments. Ministers 
are hardly in office long enough to make a close 
study of the colonies and to frame long-range 


t 


policies designed to meet changing conditions. 


Also, they are too -much occupied with their 
own immediate political problems at home. 

As a result French colonies have been left in 
charge of modern proconsuls, generally military 
men who depend on an iron hand for the main- 
tenance of order and who resent interference 
from Paris in their own little kingdoms. Pre- 
occupied Paris is glad enough to let them alone: 
and so the government is rarely in a position to 
anticipate trouble. It does not hear about the 
situation until rioting breaks out. 

Then, of course, “strong” measures are taken 
-—such as the arrest of the Tunisian premier and 
three other cabinet members. Such measures 
may stop the riots, but all too often they only 
worsen the basic situation. The colonial admin- 
istrators seem to feel, however, that they can 
avoid blame simply by putting it on the Com- 
munists. 

Actually the Communists have had precious 


- little to do with+the rise of nationalism in Tuni- 


sia—or in Iran, Egypt and other parts of the 
Arab world. The Reds, of course, are Willing 
to capitalize these situations if they can, but 
the chances are that the situations would have 
arisen even if there had not been a single Com- 
munist in all the world. 

The proconsuls simply have ignored native 
aspirations. Fortunately, however, the French 
people are not as thickheaded as some of the 
men who reign in their name. The first reaction 
to the Tunisian trouble may have been one of 
surprise, but it was soon followed by widespread 
criticism of the “arrogance” of the Governor- 
General. 

Belatedly, reforms have been suggested to the 
Bey—reforms which may meet the democratic 
aspirations of the Tunisians while preserving 
French interests in North Africa. It is too bad, 
however, that there changes were not suggested 
before the trouble broke out. Then they would 
have done so much more good. Now they look too 
much like forced concessions.

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States Don’t Own Oceans 

The appeal to “state’s rights” has been used 
to put a respectable front on many an unattrac- 
tive cause, but seldom more transparently than 
in the case of offshore oil, in which Senator 
Cain of Washington now makes it anew. The 
Supreme Court of the United States settled the 
matter five years ago by a decision that state's 
rights were not involved. 

“At the time this country won its independ- 
ence from England there was no settled custom 
among nations that each nation owned a three- 
mile water belt along its borders,” the opinion 
pointed out. “It did happen that after we be: 
came a nation our statesmen became interested 
in establishing national dominion over a definite 
marginal zone. Secretary of State Jefferson in 
a note to the British minister in 1793 put for- 
ward the first official claim for a three-mile zone, 
which has since won general i.ternational ac- 
ceptance.” 

The court went on to say that just as the 
power of a sovereign nation in the family of 
nations was required to establish this zone, so 
was the same power necessary to protect and 
maintain it. And in the following words it dis- 
posed of the claim of state’s rights in so far as 
law, rather than opportunist politics, is con- 
cerned: 

“The state is not equipped In our eonistitution- 
al system with the powers or the facijities for 
exercising the responsibilities which would be 
concomitant with the dominion which it. seeks.” 

State’s rights are not involved in this matter. 
The highest court in the land has said so. Sen- 
ator Cain and his associates in the attempted oil 
grab resort to this emotion-filled argument, 
false as it is, because the real arguments at 
their. disposal’ are, all-too obviously,.not strong 
enough to appeal even to them.

One is tempted to relegate discussion of 
Senator Bridges’ appearance befora, a 
House Ways and Means subcommittee to 
the society section. 

A reception was held from 10:30 to 12:30 
in the Ways and Means Hearing Room. 
The gentleman from New Hampshire, pop- 


ular member of the senatorial set and for- 


mer trustee of the United Mine Workers’ 
Pension Fund, was attired nattily in a 
double-breasted, pin-striped, gray worsted, 
a long shapely ciga- 
rette holder, and an 
air of complete and 
injured innocence. 
After telling brief- 
ly about his voyages 
to the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, the 
Senator graciously 
answered questions 
about some of the 
interesting personali- 
ties he had encoun- 
tered. A delightful 
time was had by all. 
Any resemblance 
between this happy 
occasion and the us- 
ual proceedings of a congressional investi- 
gating committee—the McCarran subcom- 
mittee’s reception of Owen Lattimore, for 
example—was purely coincidental. 


Nobody pressed the witness to explain 
discrepancies between his narrative and 
the recorded facts. No one seemed to see 
anything unnatural in his inability to recall 
anything that took place longer ago than 
last Tuesday. “No one expressed the slight- 
est uncertainty as to the innocence of his 
interest in a $7,000,000 tax case which he 
made repeated efforts to get the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue to settle. 

There are astonishing gaps and contra- 
dictions in the story Senator Bridges told

about his part in the Hyman Harvey Klein 
jeopardy assessment case. 

He intervened in the matter, he said, 
merely because William Power Maloney, 
an ald friend, asked him to make an in- 
quiry about it—despite the fact that he 
had no acquaintance with Mr. Klein or Mr. 
Klein’s lawyers of record and despite Mr. 
Maloney’s sworn assertion that his own 
interest in the case was altogether casual. 


Nevertheless, remote as his concern was, 
Senator Bridges’ intervention over a two- 
year period was persistent, tenacious and 
of a character contrived to force the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue toward a happy 
ending for Mr. Klein. In the light of all 
this, Senator Bridges must certainly be 
set down as the most affable and obliging 
member of Congress extant. 

The Senator stated redundantly that he 
intervened in the matter solely in order 
to correct an injustice to Mr. Klein. Yet 
he. never took the trouble, according to 
his testimony Thursday, to discpver any- 
thing about: the facts of Mr. Klein’s tax 
situation; he never looked into its details; 
he never troubled himself about the merits 
of the matter. 


Senator Bridges never even bothered, 
apparently, te find out how Mr. Klein 
made the $5,000,000 on which he was 
endeavoring to avoid paymert of an in- 
come tax. 


The hearing may have been in the best 
traditions of congressional courtesy. But 
it did nothing to brighten Senator Bridges’ 
tarnished reputation. Indeed, the Sena- 
tor’s vague, evasive and equivocal replies 
gave an impression much more of conceal- 
ment than of candor. 

The praceedings did nothing, for that 
matter, to enhance the prestige of the King 
subcommittee. Tea parties might better be 
left to the Mesdames Mesta and Cafritz.

The story is concerned only with Peter’s 
emotional development; his relationship to 
each woman in turn and to himself. This 
gives the story pace and tension, and there 
are moments of revelation of the main- 
springs of human motive and need. Yet 
still Peter remains shadowy, unknown, 
indefinite. The three women are more 
understandable, not only because they are 
more usual, but because the author has 
made them clearer. Peter is a person with 
a deep split within himself. We know 
this and we are told of the cause, yet he 
remains illusive. 


Miss Yorke writes novels that are easy 
to read. Her dialogue is revealing, and 
selective. Some of her characters have a 
quality of life about them that makes them 
believable and interesting. And her sub- 
ject matter is well worth our attention; 
the attainment of emotional maturity 
needs our deepest study. Perhaps therein 
lies the fault. One feels that she has 
potentialities which are not realized in 
this novel.

RALPH FABRY ETCHINGS 
AT PBL LBRARY 


New York Artist’s Abstrac- 
tions More Attractive Than 
His ‘Dreams.’ 


Ralph Fabri, Hungarian-born 
New Yort artist who is now a 
member of the National Academy, 


opened a month-long exhibition: 


of 20 etchings today at the Cen- 
tral Public Library art room. 

As indicated by the touring 
show’s title, ‘Dreams and Abstrac- 
tions,” the etchings divide them- 
selves into two distinct groups, 
neither remotely realistic in in- 


tention. Both kinds of print are/ 


marked by a laborious workman’s 
attention to tonal and linear gra- 
dations. _ 

Much the more ambitious are 
the “Dreams,” but to early visit- 
ors they proved the less attrac- 
tive. They are of such cosmic 
scope as to make coherence al- 
most unobtainable, and the etcher 
seems to have made little attempt 
at any kind of compositional unity. 

Stronger in literary meanings 
than in pictorial qualities, they 
can be “read” so completely as to 
lose the mystery usually consid- 


“To Be or Not To Be,” for in- 
stance, is’not restricted to “Ham- 
let,” though the play is included. 
But so is a. whole world history 
of suicidal warfare. 

Another composition is a me- 
langé of grotesquely horrible sym- 
bols. The title is “Faith.” 

An elaborate allegory depicts 
errant humanity in a swelling 
stream that courses past Egyptian 
pyramids and spinxes, England’s 
Stonehenge, Chinese pagodas, 
Greek temples, the Roman Colos- 
seum, medieval walled towns and 
a phantasmagoria ending in a 
Statue of Liberty surrounded by 
goose-stepping troops and Nazi 
and fascist emblems. 

In the foreground stands a 
police officer, twirling his night 
stick and presumably uttering the 
print’s title, “What Now?” 

When a single civilization is 
Fabri’s theme, he achieves great- 
er pictorial unity but apparently 
cannot resist purely descriptive 
and pedestrian passages. Progres- 
sively simpler and better are 
“Mayan Rhapsody,” ‘Hindu Rhap- 
sody” and ‘Chinese Story.” 

The .smaller group of abstrac- 
tions, like “Waltz” and “Dream,” 
at least accord with the intimate 
nature of the medium, though 
their rhythmic swirls seem repe- 
titious and mechanical. They af-) 
ford relief, however, from the. 
“Dreams,” with their misplaced 
mural subject matter and their 
flood of imagery that flashes 
later across the viewer’s mind 
with a nightmare’s abrupt change 
of scale. D

‘TOKYO, April 1 (AP)—Bodies 
of 11 crewmen have been re- 
covered from the wreckage of two 
American warplanes that crashed 
yesterday. Another crew mem- 
ber is presumed dead. 

Nine bodies were taken from a 
B-29 Superfortress which plunged 
into the ground 40 miles north- 
east of Tokyo in a rain storm 
last night. The Superfort was 
en route to North Korea with a 
full load of bombs. Two crewmen 
were thrown clear. Both were hos- 
pitalized with shock and burns. 

The Air Force also located the 
bodies of two crew members of a 
B-26 light bomber which dived 
into the sea off the southeast tip 
of Hokkaido, Japan’s northern- 
most island. The third crewman 
is believed to have perished in 
the crash. The plane was on a 
routine observation flight.

* HERE should be a time in the day when children can feel 
free to play. By free I do not mean that they are to run 
wild, doing what comes into their heads regardless of con- 
sequences to them and to other people. What I do mean is 
that once they are placed in a safe place, under wise super- 
vision, with a choice of play materials and games, they should 
be left free to choose their games and play them as they desire. 
Children of all ages need to release tensions, get rid of ill 
feeling and fatigue. The best way to do this is nature’s way 
with her young, play. When children in a playground are 
directed by a supervisor as to what they shall play and how 
they shall play it so that they feel another’s will directing 
them and not their own, they are not playing. They are work- 
ing and piling up the fatigues and resentments that we hoped 
they would release.

THERE IS ONE THING worse than all others in this 
respect and that is the drill still used in some schools and play- 
grounds under the name of play. That is no play. It is very 


exhausting work and when it comes at the close of a school | 


session if is the last straw on the back of an overburdened 
child. Such drills are of questionable value and should not 
take the children’s recesses, which are their free time. 

The element we would emphasize in the play hour is the 
creative side of play. When little girls play house they are 
calling on their creative powers, much to their advantage. 
When boys play cowboys, Hunt the Hare, when they go camp- 
ing, they play creatively and so enlarge their experiences and 
enrich their lives.‘ No such values lie in much of directed play,

FREEDOM OF CHOICE is of great value here. The super- 
visor who says, “What do you want to play today?” and when 
told says, “Good. Go to it,” and having seen the play under 
way retires to the background, is doing good to the children 
and to himself. Nothing wearies an adult so soon and so thor- 
oughly as trying to play a game with young children. Let 
them do the playing. 

There are days when children must be indoors. We 
should provide for those occasions by planning play that lends 
itself easily to the house or the playroom. Dramatics are just 
the thing. They offer full choice, full freedom of expression, 
rich opportunity for creative imagination and expression. They 
take on added luster when there are costumes on hand. These 
are not theatrical. Just odds and ends collected here and 
there like hats, ribbons, feathers, draperies.

HE Disney ambassador has 

been making his living in some 

such way since he left high 
school in 1929. He was a powerful 
man with a football and had been 
tapped as a big league college 
player, but when a job with the 
Disney studios came along he de- 
cided to forget about higher edu- 
cation. There were just about 15 
men for Disney then. To- 
day are more than 600 
artists alone. 

For five years Roy was an ani- 
mator. That is, he drew cartoon 
characters as they appeared in 
the first Disney short subjects, 
one drawing for each movement, 
(To make “Snow White,” for in- 
stance, several hundred such ar- 
tists worked three years and made 
2,500,000 drawings.) : 

But Roy wanted to be in the 
story department which is a good 
deal different at Disney’s than it 
is at other big studios. 

“We never write scripts,” Roy 
mumbles. “We just draw things 
up. Like big comic strips.”

the pup swallowed a magnet and 
henceforth found all manner of 
objects clinging to his outraged 
body. Disney liked the story and 
Roy has been a non-writing writer. 
ever since. 

When “Snow White,” Disney’s 
first full-length film, was made, 
starting in 1936, Roy was in the 
story conferences where the fa- 
mous dwarfs were born. Every- 
body, of course, had long known 
about the dwarfs in the story, but 
they had always been an anony- 
mous little bunch. 

“We said, ‘Let’s give "em per- 
sonalities like people we've 
known,” Roy recalls, “ ‘grumpy 
people, bossy people, sneezy peo- 
ple, and so on.’ Finally, we had 
the dwarfs all walking along in a 
row. I said, ‘Wouldn't it be cute 
if the first dwarf carried a green 
lantern and Dopey »rought up the 
end of the line with a red one?’ 
That’s how the whole thing was 
made—with 50 people in the room 
and everybody hollering!” 

A year after the picture was 
first released, it had grossed more 
than $6,700,000 and there is no 
indication that today’s youngsters, 
raised on a diet of atomic chem-

There are the artists, who draw 
human characters such as Snow 
White and Cinderella and must 
be thoroughly trained in anatomy. 
Finally, there are the cartoonists 
who draw Donald Duck, Pluto and 
other comic characters. The car- 
toonists, outstanding. artists 
though they may be, are as in- 
terchangeable as brakes of the 
same model car. They have to be. 

“In a single Donald Duck pic- 
ture, ten men may draw Donald, 
but all the drawings look as if 
one man had done them,” Roy 


says. 

Roy isn’t the kind of man who'd 
be bored even if his work was 
less intriguing. He has had his 
own television show and may have 
one again. Despite his bulk, he 
has flown a plane for 15 years. 
He sells cartoons to the Saturday 
Evening Post and other big maga- 
zines as a hobby. And during the 
war, he conceived the lively in- 
signia for Navy PT boats (a mos- 
quito riding a torpedo), Gen. Clair 
Chennault’s Flying Tigers (tigers 
at the front of the fuselage) and 
the Sea Bees (a bee with a ma- 
chine gun and a wrench). 

With his wife, a former ama- 
teur swimming champion, and his 
13-year-old daughter, he lives in 
a $3000 house with a $10,000 back 
yard. The house features such 
gag man specialties as a bath- 
room outfitted like a dungeon— 
with iron bars at the window, ar- 
tificial spider webs swinging from 
the ceiling and only a dim green 
light illuminating the _ grisley

Painting Screens. 


NE of these fine days you'll 
0 probably get enough ambition 

to put up window screens and 
so this seems a good time to make 
a few remarks on the subject of 
painting: said screens. 

Tron screening needs to be 
painted each year to keep it from 
rusting. If it’s not painted it won’t 
last very long and while screen- 
ing isn’t very -expensive it is a 
bother to install in the frames. 

Brush the screening clean with 
a soft brush, wipe it down with 
turpentine or benzine and then 
apply a coat of screen enamel or 
ordinary outside paint. Screen 
enamel is rather thin and can be 
applied easily enough without it

Outside paint should be thinned 
down with turpentine until it’s 
thin enough not to cause clog- 
ging. A piece of old carpeting is 
fine for applying the paint. 

Bronze and copper screening 
should be coated with spar varn- 
ish or paint so that they won't 
stain the outside walls and trim. 
Varnish is nice because it won't 
hide the color of the metal but 
it will only last about one season. 
Paint, on the other hand, will 
cover the metal but it doesn't 
have to be replaced so often. 

If you wish to remove old paint 
or varnish from screening, use a 
liquid paint remover. Be careful 
not to splash the remover in your 
eyes when you apply it with a 
brush,

Contract 
Bridge

ACH year, about 250 American 

colleges compete in a unique 

type of bridge tournament. 
Eighteen deals are prepared by. a 
central committee and mailed to 
the college teams; the bids and 
plays are recorded and mailed 
back to the committee, which 
scores the results against prede- 
termined “pars.” The highest- 
ranking 16 pairs are then trans- 
ported to Chicago at the expense 
of the National Intercollegiate 
Bridge Tournament Committee, 
and compete in ordinary tourna- 
ment fashion, for final honors. 


Here is one of the hands sub- 
mitted to the contestants for 
“mail round.” ’ 

East, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


The bidding recommended by 
the committee (so as to make sure 
that East plays the hand at the 
desired contract) is as follows: 


East South West North 
1? 1@g 2¢ 29 
24 Pass 34 Pass 
4@ Pass Pass Pass 


There is no desire on the com- 
mittee’s part to make these hands 
truly difficult in the play—the 
undergraduates are not experts, 
yet. So in this case, the making 
of the four-spade contract offers 
no great problems, but there is 
still enough of a catch to trap 
the unwary. 


South, of course, opens a heart 
and leads a second round. Under 
the match-point conditions of the 
contest, the declarer cannot re- 
fuse to ruff, since a trump break 
will give him an extra trick (at 
rubber bridge, the safest method 
of play would be to discard clubs 
on the second and third hearts). 
However, even after ruffing, de- 
clarer should land on his feet. He 
cashes two rounds of trumps, sees 
the 4-1. break, and simply shifts 
over to the diamond suit, running 
tricks there until North ruffs in. 
Then, when North returns an- 
other heart, East refuses to ruff; 
he makgs the highly logical play 
of discarding a club. Now, ob- 
viously enough, East is in com- 
plete control of the situation.
